Ar-FBEP, ME., Jan. 26.— No furtler 


action by the county authorities has 
been taken in tbe case of Frank Parks, 
confined in tbe county j«l here on a 
charge of assault with intent to kill. 


" The first intelligence of toe death of 
Mrs. Mary £. Tarlton of Kittery came 
to Frank Parka through a newspaper 
account of tbe affair, which he was al- 
lowed to read today. la tbe language 
of bis fwJIow-pnsoners, "it broke him 
ill op." In other words, he waa com- 
pletely prostrated, but realizing tbe 
gravity of the situation confronting bim 
refutes to make any ta k with any one. 


An attorney who called at the jail and 


asked some questions regarding the 
charge on which Farks is held, was re 
faded admittance. If Farks was early 
before he learned of the death of Mrs | 
Tarlton, he is both early and melan-! 
cUoly now.

According to the statements of the 


prisoners, he appears as entirely hope 
less. Questioned by Officer Anderson* 
who has charge of the prisoners. Parks 
only reply wae; "I don't want to talk. 
I have nothing to say." 


The other prisoners, moat of whom 


are weary wanderers, are disposed to 
pity Parks, and allude to him as "the 
poor devil in 17." 


Capr. Walker, tue jailer, said that he 


bad Parks stripped before consigning 
him to a cell, and had taken care of all 


the clothing that the man, wore on his 
arrival. 
_ "This," said he, "I have put careful- 
y away under lock and key, for I found 
on the garments not only molasses from 
be jug that the fellow is alleged to 
lave used in his struggle with tbe old 
woman, but blood stains as well.*'

In other words, he waa com- 
pletely prostrated, but realizing tbe 
gravity of the situation confronting him 
refuses to make any ta k with any one. 


An attorney who called at tbe jail and 


asked some questions regarding the 
charge on which Parks ia held, was re 
faded admittance. If Parka was surly 
before he learned of tbe death of Mrs. 
Tarlton, he is both early and melan- 
choly now. 


According to the statements of the 


prisoners, he appears as entirely hope 
less. Questioned by Officer Anderson* 
who has charge of the prisoners. Parks 
only reply wan; "I don't want to talk. 
I have nothing to say." 


The other prisoners, most of whom 


are weary wanderers, are disposed to 
pity Parks, and allude to him as "the 
poor devil in 17." 


C»pt. Walker, tbe jailer, said that he 


bad Parks stripped before consigning 
him to a cell, and had taken care of all 
the clothing that the man wore on his 
arrival. 
„ ^Thia,-' said he, "I have put careful- 
ly away under lock and key, for I found 
on the garments not only molasses from 
tbe jug that the fellow is alleged to 
have used in his struggle with the old 
woman, but blood stains as well."'

al of Kruben J- Smith, whose peculiar

time ago. was held here today. 


The services and other arrangements 


w;fre c-onducu-d in accordance with the 
desire of Mr. Smith. Rev. Joseph Lam- 
bert of the Christian church conducted 
a brief service over the body in the room 
where Mr. Smith formerly lived, in 
Green's block. 
The reclining chair 


which Mr. Smith selected for the repose 
of his remains had been brought to the 
apartment and the body placed thereon. 
Instead of a hearse the peculiar recepta- 
cle necessitated the use of an under- 
taker's covered wagon. This vehicle, 
followed by three carriages, proceeded 
to the Mount Prospect cemetery, where 
the chair containing the body was placed 
in its designated position within the 
tomb. 


When this work had been accom- 


plished, in pursuance of Mr. Smith's ex- 
pressed desire, the people were permit- 
ted to view the body. The door of the 
sarcophagus was left open for an hour, 
and hundreds took occasion to look upon 
the unusual scene. When the last one 
had passed I the door was closed and 
locked and trie entrance sealed, and the 
key will be thrown away as requested 
by the man before his death. 


The room in which the burial service 


• was held was crowded and scores of pe o- 


ple followed the carriages through the 
street to the cemetery, where a larger 
crowd previously had congregated. Much 
discussion of the unique directions given 
by Mr. Smith as to what should be done 
with his body was heard, and it was 
etated by many persons-who claimed to 
know that the unusual conditions were 
Imposed on account of the man's abject 
fear of being placed in the ground. Many 
surmises also as to the probable wealth 
of the deceased, were heard, it being 
generally believed that he was a miser. 
D. L. Bartiett of this place was named 
as executor an a will left by Mr. Smith. 
The document will be presented for pro- 
bate later. 


3IEAN8 AN fCK TRUST. 


Movement to Form American Xe« Com- 


pany !• One of Great Magnitude. 


' Gardiner, Me., Jan. 26.—From facts in 
possession of the men engaged in the ice 
business on the Kennebec it apears that 
the bill to incorporate the American Ice 
company, which Representative J. H. 
Manley introduced at Augusta on Mon- 
day, is a, measure of greater magnitude 
than has yet been understood by many 
outsiders. 


It is taken here to mean not only a 


union of the Knickerbocker and Consoli- 
dated Ice companies, but also a consoli- 
dation of all the companies of any note 
in the country. The Knickerbocker com- 
pany of Philadelphia, the Consolidated 
company of New York, Knickerbocker 
company of Chicago, the Independent 
and Great Falls companies of Washing- 
ton, the Richmond company of Rich- 
mond, and all subordinate companies 
are believed to be in the movement and 
will all come into the combination under 
their own individual names, but all will 
be owned and controlled by the Ameri- 
can Ice company. 


A now feature of the deal suggested 


here, and one which is considered well 
substantiated by the magnitude of the 
transaction, which promises tq develop 
a combination almost equal to the great 
Standard Oil company, is that the lat- 
ter is behind the new ice company. It 
In known that many persons interested 
in the Standard Oil company are large 
stockholders also in the ice companies 
of their sections. 


RAVAGES OF SMALLPOX. 


Little Rock, Jan. 26.—Dr. II. C. Duna- 


vant, president of the state board of 
health, speaking of the smallpox situa- 
tion, tells of a terrible state of affairs at 
Salem, in Fulton county. Dr. Dunavant 
yesterday returned from that place, 
where he made a thorough Investiga- 
tion. He says that there have been at 
least 400 cases of smallpox in the local- 
ity within the last two months and a 
number of deaths have occurred. He 
found people walking about the streets 
of the t;own, broken out with the disease, 
pock-marked and pitted, and others 
falling ill every da>. The local physi- 
cians contended that the disease was 
not smallpox, and little effort had been 
made to check itsj'avages. As a result, 
the disease has become scattered alone: 
the line of the Memphis and Fort Scott 
and Cotton IVlt railroads, and many 
neighboring towns are now infected. The 
disease was first brought to Fulton coun- 
ty about two months ago by a returned 
roldlcr. ' 


SALOONS ARE CLOSED. 


Concord, N. H., Jan. 26.—As a result 


of an interview between Mayor Martin 
and City Marshal Locke, late yesterday 
afternoon, the liquor dealers of this city 
were summoned to appear at police 
lieadquartors at 9 o'clock this morning. 
On1-appearance, they were ordered to 
close their placea of business, both front 
and rear entrances, remove their goods, 
gpt out of: business and remain out, this 
order to be in effect from that hour. This 
action hi in accordance with the declara- 
tion made by Mayor Martin In hln in- 
augural, in effect that during his ad- 
ministration the prohibitory law should 
be a* rigidly enforced as any other crim- 
inal statute. The dealers have accepted 
the Inevitable, and closed at once, but 
rcfu*<» to be Interviewed or make any 
definite statements an to their future ac- 
tion In the matter.

Content O»«r a Lottery Ticket In th« 


Court* of AlMMachilsetU. 


St. Jol;n, N. B., Jan. 26.—Messrs. W. B. 


Wallace and Robert S. Bonnell of this 
city, who have just returned from Bos- 
ton, announce that the contest over a 
winning lottery ticket for $15.000, alleged 
to have been taken by wifair means 
from Mr. Bonnell, one of the syndicate 
owning it, has been settled in Boston in 
favor of the syndicate. The case v.-as a 
peculiar ene, and came before the courts 
of Suffolk county. Mass. 


Mr. Bonnell claimed that among a 


number of lottery tickets held by him 
vas one that was good for $15,000. He 
alleged tbat one John MacKay, a former 
banker of this city, called upon him last 
fall in connection with a lottery ticket. 
At that time Mr. Bonnell did not know 
that a ticket held by him was a. winning 
one, but learned of his good fortune soon 
'tfter Mr. Mac-Kay's visit. The ticket, 
however, was missing^ but in the mean- 
time MacKay had left for Boston, where 
through a bank he made arrangements 
to collect $15,000 on a lottery ticket. 


The local syndicate engaged as coun- 


sel W. B. Wallace of this city and James 
V. Sweeney of Boston. The ticket had 
been forwarded to New Orleans for col- 
lection, but the attorneys replevined,and 
took other proceedings, including an ac- 
tion for debt for the full value of the 
ticket, against MacKay. 


The latter was arrested in November on 


mesne process, and placed in tne Suffolk 
Bounty jail, be claimed that the ticket 
was rightfully his, and for a long time 
resisted the efforts of the syndicate to 
secure the money. Mr. MacKay was not 
released from jail until a few days ago. 
The members of the syndicate assert 
that he has signed a release of all claims 
on account of the ticket and was lib- 
erated. They also say that they have 
be«n paid the $15,000. 


SWAti RKTUKXKD. 


Purr's Hank In Lon<lnn'K«celv«s Its Stolen 


Securities by Mail. 


London, Jan. 26.—The robbery of over 


£60,000 from Parr's bank in this city on 
Monday last, \\hich has been the sen- 
sation of the week, took a dramatic turn 
today, when the chairman of the bank 
announced at a meeting of the share- 
holders that £40,000 in the biggest notes 
had been returned to the bank by post. 


The robbery, apparently, was a most 


daring crime. The thief is supposed to 
have walked boldly behind the counter 
where there were over 100 clerks at work, 
opened a drawer, took a parcel of notes 
and walked out of the bank undetected. 
American thieves are suspected of hav- 
ing been concerned in the theft of the 
notes, as it is said several Americans 
were noticed loitering recently about the 
premises. 


The police are again utterly helpless. 


Thirty-six £1000 notes and 22 £500 notes 
figured in the robbery. Most of these 
have now been returned and the re- 
mainder, of the notes are practically un- 
negotiable. 


Thp chairman of the bank also an-. 


nounced that the bank of England had 
promised to pay this amount, the £47, 
returned. The remainder of the money 
was in notes of smaller amounts, which 
could be easily passed and might, there- 
fore, be considered lost 


The shareholders greeted this an- 


nouncement with enthusiasm, especially 
ag it was accompanied by a declaration 
of a dividend of 19 per cent.

captain's death, attempted to enter ou'- 
lines. An American sentry killed one cf 
them, who was armed with, a revolver. 
After an exchange of shots, the others 
were arrested. The incident has inten- 
sified the excitement here. 


The Mabini cabinet yesterday Insisted 


upon the liberation of the Spanish civil 
prisoners.m commemoration of the proc- 
lamation of the Filipino republic, and 
also donated money to the native clergy. 
A decree to that effect was signed.. The 
Spanish clergy, however, remain pris- 
oners.

Mr.Worthlngton, counsel for General 


Eagan, read se\eral exhibits in connec- 
tion with the testimony read at yester- 
day's se-=s-ion of the court. These includ- 
ed the correspondence between General 
Miles and General Eagan. through the 
adjutant geneial, in which the latter 
esked as to whether the interview pub- 
lished in a New York paper, in which 
Genera! Miles is alleged to have severely 
criticised the commissary general's de- 
partment, was authorized. Extracts 
from the alleged interview were also 
read and submitted as a part of the 
record. 


Colonel W. L. Alexander, U. S. A.,, of 


the subsistence department, was the first 
witness called by the defense. He said 
he returned to Washington from Jamai- 
ca on the morning of the day General 
Eagan gave his testimony and showed 
signs of great excitement. General Eagan 
nervously handled the papers, and wit- 
ness had rarely seen a man in such 
a nervous condition. His manner w as so 
exceptional that he asked Colonel Davis 
of the commissary department, who was 
present, whether the general was not ill. 
He had been intimately connected with 
General Eagan, but never before had he 
seen him in such a condition. 


General Merritt asked the witness 


whether, to his know ledge. General Ea- 
gan had1 consulted any one as to the sub- 
stance of his testimony to be presented 
to the commission. Colonel Alexander 
answered that so far as he knew General 
Eagan had not. 


Colonel George B. Davis, assistant to 


Commissary General Eagan, was the 
next witness. He testified that he had 
been very closely associated with Gen- 
eral Eagan during th« last several 
months. He was in the office the day 
General Miles gave his testimony. He 
became considerably excited. General 
Eagan had written to General Miles ask- 
ing as to the truth of an interview pub- 
lished/with General Miles. 


As time went on, his excitement in- 


creased to such an extent that he did not 
and could not, apparently, attend to the 
routine duties of his office. Later on, 
General Eagan reached such a stats 
that he could not attend to any business. 
The day before >General Eagan appeared 
before the commission he read his state- 
ment over to the witness, who urged him 
to modify st some\\ hat, but he would not' 
listen, and walking- up and down the 
room, said he would not change a word 
of it. Slle Wris then in a very nervous 
state. Newspaper clippings were con- 
stantly being received criticizing- Gen*- 
eral Eagan, and these greatly increased 
his excitement. Some of these clippings 
carried the idea that General Eagan was 
a murderer, and that he acted coiruptly 
in sending unfit food to the army. 


During these days, the witness said, 


General JSasan was \v holly unfit to per- 
form the ordinary duties of his office. 
1TP to this time the general had been a 
hard worker, and never before had ex- 
hibited any signs of nervous strain. In 
answer to a question. Colonel Davis said 
that Eagan's conduct of his office was 
perfectly honest, and he had always ha3 
the good cf the soldier at heart, more so 
in fact than any other commissary gen- 
eral of whom he had ever known or 
heard. 


The witness,again referring to General 


Eagan's testimony before the war inves- 
tigating commission, said that he ha<: 
not been consulted in its preparation 
but at the general's request ha£ sup- 
plied some of the records. The genera 
had asked him at one time as to his 
judgment concerning the argument he 
had prepared for the commission, am 
the witness had replied that it waa 
complete answer to tae criticisms which 
had been made against him, but he hac 
advised that some parts of it be omitted 
General Eagan, however, was greatly 
excited, and witness thought he woulc

urgently the next morning, but -witness 
then did not have a good opportunity. 


General Eagan had told the witness h' 


was prevented from proceeding in mili 
tary fashion against General Miles by 
the president's order of immunity to 
witnesses, but that he hoped to be able 
to proceed in the matter in the civil 
courts. 


Miss Millard, General Kagan's <Henog- 


rapher, was then called. She had taken 
nearly all of the general's dictations 
since Sept. 15 last, and testified that sht 
took the dictation of the general's state- 
ment before the \\ar investigating com- 
mission. General Kagan was greatly ex- 
cited, and while he was dictating his 
statement he walked the floor in an ex- 
cited state. It had never been his habit 
to walk the floor \\hile dietatmg. The 
statement was not fully completed until 
the day it was presented to the commis- 
tion. She SUAV General Kagan only a few 
minutes before he left to appear before 
the commission, and he was then in such 
a nervous state thtit his hands trembled. 
The witness thought that the general 
had never been able to read the state- 
ment through as a \\hole from the time 
It was begun until it was read to the 
commission. 


Mr. Rodgers, a clerk in the office of the 


commissary general, was the next wit- 
ness. He had been In the offU e since 1881, 
and since General Eagan came to tho 
office he had acen him frequently every 
day. After General Ml!ea statement had 
been made public, General Kagan's ap- 
pearance was greatly changed. Ho 
looked haggard and worn'and at time* 
wa» greatly excited. Witness thought 
that General Caftan had come to believe 
that public sentiment was strongly 
ngfttnst him, and that the public had 
accreted G*n*r»l Milea' statement .IB 
true, and »hl« worried him greatly. 


A* the daya pawed his nervous di«- 


tuiijaiH^s grrjtjy increased, ur.til fee j 
appeared befcre the commission. On* i 
occasion the witness went to General 
i 


Eagan's dvsk and sj-oke tu him on a. 
matter of office business. As he ap- 
proached the desk the general said, ap- 
: 


parently to himself: "1 am a murderer 
and for gain. I am a murderer and for 
gain." This he repeated several times 
m an absent-minded way. He did not 
appear to notice the witness. 


General Eagan himself was the next 


witness. He said he entered the volun- 
teer army in 1861, and in 1868 was made a 
second lieutenant in the regular army. 
He then briefly gave a history of his mil- 
itary career, \\hich included several 
campaigns against the Indians. He re- 
ceived a wound in the Modoc war, for 
which he received a brevet. During the 
*var witb Spain he had been in his office 
every day with one exception, and had 
worked eariy and late. He had given his 
testimony before the commission under 
oath—preferably so. He had first read 
General Mil-.3' statement in the Wash- 
ngton papers. For a long time he feared 
hat he might not be called before the 
commission, but he finally received a 
summons to appear. Even then he uas 
not fully piepared, as his statement 
•secessanly involved the preparation of 
records, etc. 


He had held a conversation with the 


secretary of war, in the course of w hlcb 
le told the secretary that he desired to 
defend hirrself by bringing proceedings 
against General Miles, but was told that 
the immunity granted by the president 
would prevent any such action. Wit- 
ness accepted this as the fact, but h 
did not think this immunity covered the 
newspaper interview in which General 
Mites had by inference dec'ared him to 
be a murderer for gain. Witness said he 
became greatly excited. This statement 
of General Miles in the opinion of the 
witness had taken away his (Eagan's) 
character. He could not proceed agaiast 
General Miles in the courts or otherwise 
and he felt that he might better be dead 
in the gutter. 


During the recital General Eagan's 


eyes filled with tears, his voice trembled 
and he spoke very feelingly. His honor 
as a soldier, he continued, had been at- 
tacked, and a soldier's honor should be 
as saci ed as the honor of a woman. He 
had kept bis sorrow to him&eif. He had 
kept away from the clubs, and very soon 
fre found he could not sleep. He felt that 
the peep's of this country had come to 
believe that he was a dishonest man, 
"but I ain htfnest now," said the general 
with feshng, " and I believe that no one 
who knows me will beueve that I am a 
dishonest man. My record is clean, ray 
uniform is unsullied, but I have been 
elandered and wronged." 


In answer to a question by his coun- 


sel as to whether he had received any 
benefit from any contract he had made, 
General Eagan said with great'reel.cs: 


"No; on my honor and before my God, 


not one cent's profit or gain did I re- 
ceive, and yet my office has disbursed 
$19,000,000, and I am now a poor man, so 
poor that I have not now sufficient mon- 
ey with which to pay your fee." 


As he (Eagan) understood public sen- 


timent, the public believed him to b/a a 
murderer and for gain, and he was great- 
ly wrecked in body and brain in conse- 
quence. He was goaded to death and 
was very glad of a chance to appear be- 
fore the commission and through them 
70,000,000 of people, in the defense of his 
honor. During this impassioned and im- 
pressive recital each member of the court 
listened intently to every word spoken, 
and every eye was fastened upon the 
speaker. 
, 


The incident,was dramatic in the ex- 


treme. The witness spoke of his mental 
and physical condition between the time 
General Mites gave his testimony and the 
time he himself had appeared. He could 
not get rid of the thought that the coun- 
try believed him to be a murderer nnc 
for gain, and it drove him nearly to dis- 
traction. % 


Mr. WortWngton then read from a 


large number of newspaper clippings, 
many of which spoke of General Eagan 
as a scoundrel and demanded his dis- 
missal from the army. 


At 12 o'clock noon Mr. W. W. Worth 


ington announced that he was unable to1 
proceed with his case, as the secretary 1 
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ness, wasHCm befortr the \\ar investigat- 
ing commission and could not appear. 
Other witnesses also could not appear 
until tomorrow. Thereupon the court 
adjourned until 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning.

GEHERAL EAGAH CREATES A 


FAVORABLE DfPRESblOV. 


WASHISGTOX, Jan. 26—The feature 


of the proceedings before the Eagan 
court martial today was the testimony 
of General Kagsn himself. He was 
dressed in full uniform, without his 
sword, and his florid iaee, with white 
hair acd moustache, and soldierly bear- 
ing, recalled to many the late General 
Sheridan, to whom lie bears a distinct 
resemblance. As he proceeded in his 
testimony it became apparent that the 
line of defence would be justifiesticn 
and extreme provocation, practically 
bringing on a serious nervous condition 
which rendered him wholly unfit for, 
business and made him to a degree irre- 
sponsible for bis acts. It was also 
made apparent that the president's or- 
der of immunity would be relied upon 
as applicable to General Eagan's testi- 
mony before the war commissioners and 
that therefore it would be claimed that 
the court martial hud no proper juris- 
diction. When General Eagan begau 
the story of General Miles' aspersions 
oa him be raised his voice somewhat 
and spoke with great earnestness, but 
with perfect enunciation. It speaking 
of the strictures of newspapers, which 
he said bad been called forth by Gen- 
eral Miles'testimony, his msnner was 
intensely dramatic and impressive. His 
eyes filled with tears and his voice 
trembled, and the impression he left 
with many was decidedly favorable 
After the court adjuraed several mem- 
bers shook his hand and in a friendly 
way asked after his health.

No package may contain more than 100 
pounds. It must be stored in isolated 
buildings that are fireproof and water- 
proof. No artificial light or heat will 
be permuted iu the building where it 
is stored. Not more than twenty pounds 
ia bulk or ia cartridges, may be kept in 
any store or factory, and this must be in 
a fireproof safe or vault above the street 
grade and it must be kept sis inches 
above the floor.

is absolutely prohibited within the limits 
of thiacity..—-.jr. Y. Sun.

"In my opinion it would be a good 


thing for base ball if the players and 
the public were brought into closer 
contact. This would be the case more 
if the .circuit was not so large—if there 
were eight clubs in the league instead 
if twelve. I think an eight-club circuit 
IK tbe best. A circuit composed of 
Boston. New 
York, Brooklyn ami 


Philadelphia in the east, and Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
iu the west woulil bo an ideal one. It 
would be national iu its scope and 
would l>e an improvement in that tbe 
interest would not be so diversified as 
It now is. 


"Players lose their identity to a cer- 


tain extent when there are so many of 
them, and the personal interest in them 
is dimiuiushed. There is a greater 
feeling of livalry where there are few- 
?r clubs aud »ewer players concerned. 
With fewer teams the spectator sees 
more of the players and gets to know 
them better. 
"It popularizes tho game in a city for 


patrons to feel that they know the 
slayers personally and take a personal 
interest iu them. Interest in base ball 
in New York never was so great as a 
few years ago, when a good many of 
the cranks had a speaking acquaint- 
ance with such men as Kwing, ttich- 
mlson, Connor and others. 


''There was not so much tendency 


chen for the players to keep aloof from 
ibe patrons as now, though I do not 
want it understood- that I am criticis- 
ing the present uiauagemeut at all. 
Tliat is just my view of it There 
ivere a number of prominent rooters 
Jxen who in a way served to iking the 
aeople and the players together. In 
"hose days tbe cranks were ready to 
aght for tue team. 


"Base ball can t be conducted en- 
irely a§ an exhibition and be made ft> 
jay. It must be a contest iu which 
joth public and players are interested. 


"As for the double umpire system, 


i did not see many games last season, 
jut from what I did see" I consider it 
in improvement. Anything that will 
end to decrease kicking is au improve- 
ment for base ball. Anything that 
uakes players devote their time and 
'uergy to playing and not to kicking 
s a distinct gain for tbe fcport."

the "rounds is entitled to the winner's 
share of the purse. 


While in the ring I am absolutely 


indifferent to tbe remarks or demon- 
stration on the part of ttte spectators. 
No matter bow many men may be in 
the building. I have eyes for only two 
ind they are the principals. When in 
action I follow them all round tbe 
ring, keeping within live^feet of them 
all the while, and never in one position 
aiore than five seconds. Thus I aui en- 
abled to judge the work of the men 
thorougnly, and at Ine s.tmc time give 
the spectators an equal opportunity 
of noticing every blow delivered. At 
a distance of more than ten feet away 
& uiau cannot properly judge tbe in- 
tent or effect of an unfair blow. 


To tell the precise effect and intent 


af a mau delivering a blow, the referee 
must be as close to the fighters as 
possible. He is then in a position to 
conscientious^ decide a' point strictly 
according to the recognized prize ring 
jode. 


A referee slioulcl at all times, on 


sntering the ring, have the confidence 
af the figliters whose efforts he is to 
judge. The fighters must feel that the 
referee Avill be strictly fair with tliem 
in every particular and that lie will 
io everything possible in order not to 
decide a fight away ou a foul. Per- 
sonally, i" think that a man who fouls 
in opponent after a caution icels that 
iis chances of success according to fair 
methods are hopeless, and. in order to. 
orevent thjp humilatiou of a knockout, 
^mploys t.tclks as unfair as they are 
riclous. In" such a case 1 have 110 hesi- 
tation in disqnalUyirg the offender. 


My idea ot t'ajr boxing is that there 


should be no w resthng, bugging, but- 
ting, clinching or any unfair methods 
that would injure an opponent. Of 
course, a referee cannot be too cautious 
and should use discretion ia tbe ex- 
?rcise of his powers, distinguishing 
mistakes from wiltul violations of the 
rules.

the knee. 
Twist the wings to the back of the 


bird. A string, which, however, should 
not encircle tbe body, may be used tr> 
keep them in place. 


As soon as the feathers are off, hang 


the bird up by tbe feet to cool. 


Cleanliness is necessary. The feet 


and legs of tbe birds should be clean 
also. The birds should be thoroughly 
cooled mot frozen); aud they should 
be cold through and through before be- 
ing packed in cases.

Still, as nothing happens 
out the unexpected, it may be that the 
time is nearly ripe for quoits to be 
taken out of its undeserved obscurity, 
10 be exalted to the status of a national 
game, to have weekly papers named 
after it and to have coluuius in the 
sporting press devoted to the doings 
of 
its 
cbamplous. Stranger 
things 


liave happened. Who, for 
instance, 


would have said, when, at the end of 
u,e sixties, a few energetic sportsmen 
went wobbling about on bone-shaking 
bicycles, which it would have been far 
oasier to push than to ride, that at they 
end of the century considerably more 
than a hundred thousand bicycles 
would be manufactured annually in 
(Ireat Brit in. n alone, and that tbe vast 
majority of the population \voukl adopt 
this means of locomotion? One can- 
not imagine that quoits will ever attain 
such popularity as tho bicycle, but the 
nnpredudiced person can see uo reason 
why it should not become as favorite 
a pastime as golf, which a very few 
years ago was almost unheard of. 


Quoits is a very fine game, especially 


in the winter time. It is splendid ex- 
ercise, and trains the eye and the hand 
to act together in a way that few other 
sports can do, for the very essence of 
it is accuracy of aim at a mark placed 
below tlie le^el of the band. It.has 
been objected that throwing quoits 
makes tbe player lopsided, but after 
all tluif is easily remedied, for there is 
nothing to prevent (be player throw- 
ing the quoit with l|is left hnnd if 
be so pleases/and such a change would 
make a vnration in the game and al«o 
afford an excellent met bod of handi- 
capping the men of unequal skill. 
Quoits 
strengthens 
the arms 
and 


shoulders, but it i«s not n pastime which 
primarily demnnds strength. A givnt 
advantage of the game is that it can 
be played in any small space, aud that 
the ground need not be particularly 
level. Any rough field or waste of 
ground is good enough for a quoits 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting'fs re 
quired to satisfy the demands" of the 
most exigent. l''ov cricket you need a 
•arofully prepared \vicket, for lawn 
eiinls aud croquet a piece of turf like 
v blllard table aud for golf the best 
oart of a country nil to yourself, but 
for qvioits you tnnly need n few yards of 
rough ground, and you have as good a 
place for throwing an any one vnn pos- 
sibly require. 


Konp in Poultry. 


Roup in poultry is one of the most 


dreaded of all diseases. The symp- 
toms are hoarse breathing, swelled eyes 
discharge at the nostrils, aud some- 
times a fetitl breath. Treatment is not 
generally satisfactory. The 
affected 


birds should be removed, the house 
cleaned and disinfected. Damp, foul 
air and cold draughts in the poultry 
houses should be carefully avoided 
whenever fowls are subject to roup. 
A decrease in the proportion of corn 
and an Increase in the proportion of 
meat food in the daily ration is held 
by some to be highly beneficial in 
warding off this disease. In general, tbe 
treatment of common diseases of fowls 
is uot satisfactory as preventive meas- 
ures. Nowhere more than in the poul- 
try business does that old adage ap- 
ply, "An ouiic-e of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. 


Best Stock for 


It is estimated that fully 90 per cent, 


of the poultrymen who raise eggs for 
market have either the Plymouth Rock 
or White Leghorn stock. This not se 
much because other breed have beeu 
found wanting as that the Rocks and 
Leghorns have proved tbeir value aud 
it is hard to let sro of a good tuinjr 
to try au uncertain one. In cold cli- 
mates the Plymouth, Rock is the most 
satisfactory, the large combs and wat- 
tles of the Leghorn being too tender to 
keep from freezing. 


The Pigeon toft. 


The pigeon loft should be cleaned 


thoroughly. Take out everything mov- 
able, and scrape and disinfect until all 
filth is removed and insect pests killed. 
Use insect powder on the birds. Don't 
overcrowd; better kill off a lot of the 
culls. If possible young ones should 
have a place to themselves. During 
the molt, feed good grain with a little 
canary or hemp seed and give a little 
salt. 


Dried Meat aa Food. 


Nothing like meat for bringing up 


the egg record. Dried meat can be fed 
quite freely; say 1 pound to each 25 
hens, with the soft feed. 


IJuiltline Tip of Soil*. 


As long as farming continues, so 


long will barnyjrd manures, legumes 
and commercial fertilizers eacli have 
their 
adherents. Tbe 
old-fashioned 


farmer pins bas faith entirely to barn- 
yard manures, the scientific farmer to 
chemical fertilizers, but the plain, 
thinking, 
progressive. 
experienced 


farmer uses all three intelligently and 
wins the battle. Au authority on leg 
times states, without contradition, that 
as much nitrogen can be furnished by 
an Jipplication of ten or fifteen tans 
of barnyard manuie. While this Is 
true beyond dispute, ou thin soil it 
will be necessary to use both barnyard 
manures aud commercial fertilizers iu 
order to obtain a "catch" of clover. By 
thin soils is uot meant light soils, but 
rather tbe heavy, clayey soils. These 
are poor iu all the chemical properties, 
but mainly require nitrogen to set in 
action the minerals already in the soil 
and to be increased by the use of fer- 
tilizers containing potash and phos- 
phoric acid. It is u homely compari- 
son, but none the less true and, forei 
ble that soils cannot exist on a single 
food any more thnn could a human 
being. The combination of the severs1 
foods found in barny<<>i-d manures, leg 
times aud chemical fertilizers are need- 
ed ^o obtnm the best results on all soils 
nnd are especially necessary in building 
up thin sods.
